Applicant's explanation of the instant invention in pointing the difference with the 
cited prior art was found to be convincing to the Examiner. Additionally, Applicant's 
amendments of claims 1, 7, 14, 20, 26 and 33 corrects the problems noted in Paper No.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1 - 50 recite, inter alia, a method of manufacturing a semiconductor 
device in which inert gas is introduced into the vacuum chamber to generate the plasma 
while the impurity solid and the semiconductor substrate are in the state where no 
voltage is applied, maintaining the substrate at no voltage and applying the first voltage 
to the impurity solid and then reverting the impurity solid to a no voltage state and 
applying the second voltage to the semiconductor substrate. The art of record does not 
disclose or anticipate the above limitation in combination with other claim elements nor 
would it be obvious to modify the art of record so as to form a device including the 
above limitation.
